On the evening of March 26, 2018, Field Training Officer (FTO) an d his wife, 

ISSHEBfl- engaged in a verbal altercation in front of their children, (Myoa), EGH 

(H y° a ) an d ^^^B( Bv oa). During an argument, FTO ^^^|became enraged and flipped a 
coffee table striking Mrs. and causing a cut and swelling to the right side of her face. Mrs. 

MlW Icarcd for her safety and went with her children to the ^| th District Station where she filed 
a complaint against FTO

INVESTIGATION 


a. Interviews 


Attempts made by COPA to interview Mrs. ^^^Bwere met with negative results. 
However, Mrs. ^^^|and her children were interviewed by Detectives and 

and the interviews were reported under Case Supplementary Report RD# 
.' An Affidavit Override 2 was requested and approved and the investigation proceeded. 



In an interview with COPA 3 FTO and his wife, have been 

married for almost 12 years and have three children, ai 'd FTO HB 

said that Mrs. ^^^|works as a nurse and is a cancer survivor. Prior to the incident, FTO BfiSjj 
said that he and Mrs. ^^^|had been arguing on how to best discipline ^^^|l'or swearing while 
playing video games and about his homework. On the day of the incident, FTO came home 

with groceries and no one helped him bring in groceries and had to slam the door shut with his 
foot. FTO said that his wife and children were home and he and Mrs. ^^^^ngaged in an 
argument. FTO ^^^(described the argument as getting out of hand and both were antagonizing 
each other. FTO ^^^|said that arguing escalated when Mrs. flipped her middle finger at 

him. At that point, FTO ^^^showed off his aggravation by flipping the coffee table and causing 
it or item that was on table to strike Mrs. ^^|e. FTO did not intend to injure Mrs. 
but admitted that his actions did cause an injury to her face. FTO did not know what struck 

Mrs. on her face, but recalled there being everyday items on the table. 


After being struck, Mrs. stood up and screamed at FTO leave. FTO went 

to his room and packed a bag and then left the house. FTO ashamed and embarrassed 

for his actions and that his children witnessed the incident. FTO said that he and Mrs. HKI 
have attended family counseling together and continue to work on their relationship. FTO HH 
was later informed by Mrs. that an item off the table had struck her on the face. At a later 

date, FTO said that detectives arrived at his home and individually interviewed him, Mrs.

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their sons and later their daughter at school. FTO admitted that he engaged in a 

verbal altercation and directed profanities at Mrs. FTO ^^^|also admitted that he flipped 

the coffee table that subsequently caused an item off the table to injure Mrs. face. 

b. Digital Evidence 

Evidence Technician photographs, 4 taken of Mrs. ^^^depicted a scratch and swelling 
to the right side of her face. 



c. Documentary Evidence 

The Initiation Report, 5 authored by Sergeant detailed the initial 

investigation into the incident, including a summary of the interview with Mrs. While at 

their home, FTO engaged in verbal altercation with Mrs. and directed profanities at 

her while in the presence of their children. FTO became enraged with Mrs. and 

flipped a coffee table, striking Mrs. and causing a cut and swelling to the right side of her 

face. 


The Original Case Incident 6 7 and Case Supplementary Reports for 

authored by Detectives and details the investigation into the incident, including 

summaries of interviews with FTO Mrs. and their children, and 


The detectives interviewed Mrs. who stated the incident occurred in their residence and 

in the presences of their children while arguing over child rearing issues and school work. FTO 
began to scream profanities and intentionally flipped the living room coffee table and caused 
it to strike Mrs. on her face. Mrs. feared for her safety and went with her children to 

the District Station and filed a complaint against FTO Mrs. sustained a cut 

and swelling to her face and photographs of her injuries were taken by an Evidence Technician. 
Mrs. did not file an Order of Protection and refused to file criminal charges against FTO 

mi because she feared he would lose his job.

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The detectives interviewed (| yoa) who said that his parents had been arguing for 

several days about his brother's school work. On the date of the incident, ^^^^|said that his 
father began to argue again and flipped a table striking his mother's legs. ^^^^|said that he was 
not sure if his father intentionally flipped the table onto his mother. said that his mother 

then took him, his brother and sister to the police station. 

The detectives interviewed Mvoa) who said that his mother and father were arguing 

about the punishment for his misbehavior. During the argument, his father flipped the coffee table 
and caused it to strike his mother about her knees. believed that his father did not intend 

to hurt his mother. 


The detectives interviewed *1 yoa) who said that her parents had been arguing 

during the previous two nights. On the date of incident, her father began "slamming doors" and 
was so upset that he flipped the coffee table that landed on top of her mother causing a scratch on 
her face. was not sure if her father's intentions were to strike his mother with the table. 

S^msaid that her mother then took her and her brothers to the police station.

VI. ANALYSIS 


FTO ^^^|stated that he and Mrs. |^^|have been married for about 12 years and have 
three children together. FTO admitted to engaging in a domestic verbal altercation with 

Mrs. and therefore, Allegation #1 against FTO White is Sustained. 

Prior to the incident, FTO ^^^|statcd that he and Mrs. had been arguing about discipline 

and homework regarding their son, On the date of incident, FTO arrived home 

with groceries and another argument ensued. FTO stated that the argument escalated and 

admitted to directing profanities at Mrs. and therefore. Allegation #2 against FTO BSi 

is Sustained. 

FTO stated that the argument got of hand and he and Mrs. were both antagonizing 

each other. At one point, Mrs. flipped her middle finger at FTO ^^^|who showed off his 
aggravation by flipping the coffee table. FTO stated that something off the table struck 

Mrs. on the face. FTO stated that it was not intent to injure Mrs. but admitted 

that his action did cause an injury to her face and therefore, Allegation #3 against FTO 
Sustained.
